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THE KORESHAN UNIVERSOLOGY. 


A General Summary of the Doctrines and 
Principles of the Religio-Science. 


ORESHAN UNIVERSOLOGY is a com- 


plete system of the Science of the 
great Universe of life; and it involves the 
knowledge of the Creator and his creation. 
The name by which it is designated, in 
contradistinction to perverted Christian- 
ity is KORESHANITY; and the new Religion 
must supplant Christianity, as Christian- 
ity supplanted Judaism. Koreshanity has 
come to fulfil the hope of the world in tbe 
liberation of humanity from the curse, in 
the establishment of the Kingdom of God 
in earth, the introduction of the New Era 
of Light and Life, of universal harmony 
and happiness. 


What does Koreshanity teach? We pre- 
‘sent a brief summary of the System—a few 
cardinal points, which will serve to sug- 
gest the great scope of the System in its 
‘completeness. It is the antithesis of all 
modern theories, of all schoolsof thought. 
It is the climax of all mental progress, the 
ultimate and absolute truth of Being and 
Existence; it is the revelation of all mys- 
teries, the uncovering of the occult; the 
true explanation of all phenomena, the 
scientific interpretation of Nature and the 
Bible. 


Cosmogony.—The universe is a cell, a 
hollow globe, the physical body of which 
is the earth; the sun is at the center. We 
live on the inside of the cell; and the sun, 
moon, planets, and stars are all within the 
globe. The universe is eternal, a great 
battery, and perpetually renews. itself 
through inherent functions, by virtue of 
which it involves and evolves itself. 


Alchemy.—The Science of Alchemy is 
the Philosopher’s Stone, the Key to the 
mystery of life. Chemistry is false; Al- 
chemy is true! Matter and energy are 
interconvertible and interdependent; they 
are correlates; matter is destructible; 
the result of its transmutation is energy. 
Alchemy is the key to the analysis of the 
universe, 


Theology.—God is personal and biune, 
with a triunity of specific attributes. God 
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in his perfection and power is the God-Man 
or the Man-God, the Seed of universal 
perpetuity, Jesus the Christ was God Al- 
mighty; the Holy Spirit was the product 
of his transmutation, or the burning of 
his body. 


Messianic Law.—The coming of the 
Messiah is as inevitable as the reproduc- 
tion of the seed. The divine Seed was 
sown nineteen hundred years ago; the 
firstfruit is another Messianic personality. 
The Messiah is now in the world, declar- 
ing the scientific Gospel. 


Reincarnation is the central law of life— 
the law of the resurrection; reincarnation 
and resurrection are identical. Resur- 
rection is reached through a succession of 
re-embodiments. One generation passes 
into another; the millions of humanity 
march down the stream of time together. 


The Spiritual World.—Heaven and hell

Human Destiny.—Origin and destiny 
are one and the same.

Absorption into 
Nirvana is entrance into eternal life—in 
the interior spheres of humanity, not in 
the sky or atmosphere. 


Immortality in the Flesh.—Koreshan- 
ity declares and defines the laws of im- 
mortality, and its attainment in the 
natural world. The first step is recogni- 
tion of the Messiah and the application of 
his truth. KORESH was the first in modern 


times to anngunce the possbility of over- - 


coming death in the natural world, in the 
flesh. 


Celibacy.—The saving of human life 
consists in the conservation and appropria- 
tion of life in humanity. To become im- 
mortal, one must cease to propagate life 
on the plane of mortality. The standard 
of Koreshan purity is the virgin life of 
Jesus the Messiah. The Central Order of 
the Koreshan Unity is Celibate and Com- 
munistic. Celibacy obtains in the cen- 
tral nucleus, never in the world at large. 


Psychology.—Koreshanity points to the 
basis of all psychic phenomena—the hu-

of spiritism, mental healing, etc., al

[TIS BY VIRTUE of the successive creation of the Son 
and his absorption into the central Deity, that the 
tentral Deity perpetuates his eternity, eternal su- 
premacy, and eternal continuity as the invisible (iod- 
head. The creation and absorption of the central Son 
do not complete the final fruition of the creative 
power. Regeneration multiplies the Sons of God; this 
multiplication in the fruition of the processes of evolu- 
tion brings forth the anthropostic stars, or the stars 
of the human race, as the central star in the center of 
the physical heavens brings forth the stars in the physi- 
tal heavens, of which the anthropostic stars are the 
correspondences. 
The doctrine of evolution provides that each king- 
dom precedes and effects the causation of the succeed- 
ing kingdom.

parinę for a movement of thirty degrees on the me- 
ridian called the solstitial colure.

THE ABSOLUTE DESTRUCTION OF THE COMPETITIVE 
SYSTEM, AND WITH IT. THE MONEY POWER.—Municipal 
ownership is as much a fallacy as private ownership. 
Public ownership of all public utilities will besubstituted 
for private and corporate robbery. There will be no 
labor-unionism in the new order. If there be any neces- 
sity for labor-unionism now, it is merely as a destruc- 
tive force; and the destructive forces are not the build- 
ing forces. But we will leave the question of sociolog- 
ical science for later consideration. 
LIFE AND ITS ANTITHETICAL Co-oRDINATE—DEATH.— 
The human mind is constructed on certain lines and for 
definite purposes. The organs and faculties are de- 
' veloped and adapted to the uses designed to meet the 
demands of their uses. The function of ratiocination 
includes both the faculty of comparison and of contrast. 

Life could not be thought, much less analyzed, with 
out the application of these two faculties; therefore 
there must be something the opposite of life with which 
to contrast and to compare. This something is death. 
The consideration of death in comparison and contrast 
enables us to define life. 

Sir Oliver Lodge in his work entitled “Life and Mat- 

ter,” in which he criticises Haeckel, largely for his as- 
sumption of positive knowledge, but in which he leaves 
, his readers in doubtful uncertainty as to what he him- 
self thinks, rather hints at the conclusion that life and 
matter are coórdinate opposites. Life, in his estima- 


tion, seems to be the active force which he carelessly — 
denominates energy. Let us reiterate the statement 
that energy is neither matter, nor the essence or spirit — 
of matter. Energy may be applied to matter, and to 
the various essences or ethers into which matter can be — 
and is transmuted. Energy does not mean anything 4 
but work; en (in), and ergon (work), are the roots 
from which we derive the term energy, and this deriva- 
tion means precisely what the word implies, and nothing 
more. Electricity, magnetism, light, and heat are the 
ethereal conditions into which matter is dissolved when 
it reaches that stage of agitation in which the atom 
cannot longer maintain itself in the form of matter. 
These essences are as substantial as matter, but they | 
are not material. The writer discovered the substan- 
tiality of the qualities falsely called energy by the physi- ` 
cists, in the year 1870. The term “in work” applies 
equally to the activity of matter and to its ethereal 
solution. Their work depends upon their relation to 
each other. They work both to build up and to tear — 
down. The building up process is distinctively differ- 
enced from the disintegrating or tearing down opera- 
tions of the activities of matter and its spirit. 4 


Energy is of two general kinds; namely, the energy 
of destruction and the energy of construction. We. 
mean the work or activity of both spirit and matter. 
For illustration, let us take the human organism which, 
visibly and tangibly,is in the organic form of con- 
structed matter, in which are operative the forces which — 
we have variously denominated spirit, soul, mind, ete. | 
When the body is active it isin work; but it is notin - 
work without the codrdinate operation of its soul and 
spirit. They work and act together. They are bothin 


work (energy), one as much as the other. ń 


What is force as distinct from energy? A horse 
may possess a certain amount of pulling power even 
when he is at rest. This draughting power is his force. 
If that force be put into motion, the horse is in work or 
energy. A ton of coal at rest has a certain amount of 
force, but itis latent. Ignite the coal and it begins to 
work; this is its energy. It belongs as much to the 
matter as to the invisible ether or spirit. Work may 
tear down or it may build up. These are two diamet-- 
rical operations—the tearing down process makes 
toward death, while the building up process makes to- 
ward life. 3 


Life is attained when the building up processes have 
overcome the tearing down processes, and the perfect 
structure is formated into its integral perfection. This 
obtains with the human organism when it has so at- 
tained the form and function of integralism as to con- 
stitute it the organic microcosmic creation. Study the 
character of the Christ as the integral masculine and 
feminine structure having attained immortality, and 
then remember the declaration of his own integral be- 


ing, in the enunciation, “I am the way, the truth, and 
the life.” He was life; he was the source of all creative 
activity; in him resided the origin and the destiny of 
being.. Cease to look for the beginning of life in the 
laboratory of the chemist, but rather in the perfection 
of structural organic order, both in the macrocosmie 
and microcosmic increment of integralism. 

The tendency toward life progresses within the ma- 
triculating cell embodied in the parental integralism in 
which the creating processes are operative, and in which 
the developing life is nurtured. The protoplasm of uni- 
versal integralism from which universal evolution de- 
rives its powers of recreation, must possess within itself 
the impressions out of which universal evolution 
obtains. The protoplasm of the elephant has within it 

the impressions of the parental forms and character- 
istics, otherwise the protoplasm could not induce the 
gestation of the progenated offspring. The parental 
quality is impressed within the protoplasmic increment 
of the new existence. What is true of the elephant or 
any other organic characteristic, is also true of uni- 


versal existence.

THE APPEARANCE OF THE POLITICAL HORIZON. 


Hearst as a Progressive and Expansive Character; the Decline of 
the Democratic Party; Bryan and Roosevelt.

N VIEWING THE POLITICAL OUTLOOK in per- 

spective it is well, first, to entertain an appreciation 
of some factors in the torrent of mental acceleration, 
which may escape the superficial observer—the rapid 
transitional forces operative as psychological impulses 
and the great intellectual combinations toward social 
education, fortified by financial ability devoted to the 
cause of human amelioration. With the democratic 
party the parting,of the ways is no more a matter of 
speculation. The masses are unmistakably cutting 
adrift from those modern moorings which have iden- 
tified them with the “Plunderbund” ofthe monopolistic 
control of New York City, and through this piratical 
power New York state, and hence largely, through 
this, the nation. The rank and file of democracy have 
been touched with the psychological force of social evo- 
lution, and can no longer be controlled by the brutal 


element of the human race, accentuated by the influence 


of the potential force of the money power. 

The term democracy, as we employ it, can refer 
equally to democracy as a party or as a national prin- 
ciple. The democracy of the nation will not longer tol- 
erate a classification which associates democracy, as a 
principle, with that great soulless and corporate com- 
mercial power whose only use for the industrial world 
is to utilize it for the aggregation of its products for 
the special benefit of the ‘““Plunderbund.” Democracy 
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is rapidly availing itself of the utilities of the discovery 
that the monopolistic control of the legislative func- 
tions of the city, state, and nation is distinctively un- 
democratic, and that devotion to a den of thieves be- 
cause it has attached to it the name democracy, is no 
longer a sacred obligation. The financial end of the 
democracy of New York state (the end which has ma- 
nipulated the situation from the standpoint of political 
plunder) will resort to any measure and enter into any . 
conspiracy to accomplish its purpose—the robbery of 
the people, the exploitation ot which has become the 
stock in trade of the piratical combinations. The gov- 
ernment of the city, state, and nation is in the hands of 
the plunderers, maintained by the use of what is called 
the voice of the people, but so manipulated as to ren- 
der it the voice of plutocracy. 

The masses of democracy are cutting loose from 
that political supremacy and pollution into which the 
polities of the country has degenerated. It may seem 
that the influence of one distinctively potential charac- 
ter is determining the force of this current of dissatis- 
faction with the uses to which political ascendency has 
been devoted. Democracy and the “Plunderbund” are 
no more synonymous terms, because the parting of the 
ways is a new and distinctive demarkation. This di- 
vision of sentiment and determination is a question of 
psychological development; but to give it character 
and to control its power for those uses for which it has 
been generated, there must be the directing genius who 
is so far-sighted as to go just enough in advance of the 
tide of public sentiment to be recognized as belonging 
to the spirit of the social movement. 

“No man has heard the wail, ‘save us from Bryan! ” 
The pitiful wail, however, is ascending from the throats 
of the plunderers of the people, “Save us from Hearst!” 
The “Plunderbund,” with all of the plunder looted from 
the people through political intrigue, is of no avail un- 
accompanied by votes enough to carry out its hellish 
inclinations and purposes. If we analyze the relative 
political possibilities of Roosevelt and Bryan, we find 
Roosevelt tried and true to his convictions; and we find 
that those convictions, according to Bryan and the 
testimony of his friends, are identical with those of 
Bryan. Even in the matter of public ownership, which 
Bryan so enthusiastically advocated on his return from 
Europe, he now says that he goes only so far in that di- 
rection as has been iterated by Roosevelt himself; and 
he means that if we can regulate the trusts in no other 
way, we must place these great public utilities in the 
hands of Government control. 

Nothing vacillating now will do for the psycho-tan- 
geutial repulsion from the haunts of the desecrators of 
human liberties. Roosevelt. represents a force of re- 
straint which the plunderers have occasion to fear; but 
when it comes to the question of salvation from the 
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people, which will soon be the cry of the plunderers, 
Roosevelt may be the only hope, because there still re- 
main the thousands who have never yet realized that 
the masses of the people have wants which ought to be 
attended to by the united efforts of the commonweal. 
The element in Roosevelt that was radicalism two 
years ago, is now conservatism; and the power in 
Bryan which confronted the single-standard plutocrats 
is eliminated, as a force of opposition, through the eco- 
nomic provisions of Nature in her extra yield of the 
stuff contended for by the single-standard money 
hoarders and their adherents. 

It seems from the testimony of Bryan and his 
friends, that there is no difference between Bryan and 
Roosevelt except in the name which each bears politic- 
ally, and perhaps in the matter of tariff (which the or- 
dinary folk have never understood), and Bryan’s oppo- 
sition to the Government’s tendency toward centraliza- 
tion. One of the weak points in the political aspira- 
tions of Mr. Bryan, is his determined opposition to the 
Government’s acquisition of the Philippines and other 
colonization schemes. The course pursued in the ac- 
quisition of island territory and the increase of military 
and naval power are tendencies yet popular with the 
people; and no maudlin sentimentality is going to take 
with a people who at heart is infatuated with the wor- 
ship of military and naval heroes. 

. It has come to the point of a political conflict be- 
tween the money power and the masses. Hearst is just 
sharp enough to obtain a visual perspective of the po- 
litical arena, and energetic enough to marshal the 
forces which, when it comes to the exercise of the one 
controlling element in a democratie government, are 
finally to settle the question of political rights. The 
money power is not of a character to sit tamely down 
and submit to the dictation of the rabble. When it 
comes to the possession of that.to which the votes have 
settled the right, the people are up to quite another 
proposition. When trickery does not answer the pur- 
pose, then it is fraud; and when this ceases to be effec- 
tual, then it will be the force of arms. 

Neither Roosevelt nor Bryan is,a progressive char- 
acter. They have expanded to their limit. Roosevelt 
has not accomplished all he desires along the lines of 
public advance and improvements, but he wants to de- 
velop on conservative lines. Bryan is rather inclined 
to think that the country is large enough already, and 
that we should be content to stand still in our present 
attainment. Hearst is an expanding character; he has 
not attained his sociological nor his political ampli- 
tude, and he can keep pace with the genius of socio- 
political progress. Another year will not find Hearst 
where he stands at the present time. When through 
his press he declares that the corporations have shown 
the stupidity of competition, something is in the wind. 


If competition is stupid, then he is the man at the rig i 
time to make the point so blunt and conspicuous a 
to be seen by even the labor-unions. Whether or not 
Hearst is elected to the gubernatorial office of the 
great state of New York in this campaign, the mone’ 
power has not finished with him. It is possible that 
his influence is more needed in the open fight thanii 
the office of governor; this remains to be seen. He 
has not begun his fight with the power of oppression 
under which the masses of the people are ground to 
earth. 4 

We look for an acceleration in political velocity ii 
the Hearst momentum, for like a comet, the train ht 
carries with him is not necessarily in the rear, but 
abreast of the lenticular nucleus which but reflects th 
mental projection that gives him impetus. He move 
toward 1908 with a swelling velocity which portend: 
an elimination from the field of politics of the corporat 
and monopolistic power which now weights the fran 
chise of the American citizen with a burden so ponder 
ous as to be rolled from the back of the burden-bearer, 
the democratic ass, which brays for the benefit of th 
money power. If competition is stupid, then the mone] 
power is more so. 1 

From the Telegram of New York, we learn that Mi 
Parkhurst comments as follows: “If when Mr. Hears 
first came to New York he had fallen under wholesome 
influence,—and I understand he is susceptible to influ 
ence,—he might have done a great deal for the city; but 
he has not had a wholesome effect as a man and asi 
journalist. His influence has not been for the good.’ 
The Telegram further says: ‘‘Hardly a nice prescrip 
tion from an old doctor.” We say a very nasty pre 
scription, but about what one might expect from a 
frog croaking from a stagnant pool. 

Between the disaffected masses who carry the bur- 
dens of the day, and the great corporate and soulles 
commercial force of the world, there is a great body of 
conservative people who never think, but who are com: 
fortably situated and who believe the parties, as they 
are conducted, constitute the bulwark of national prog 
ress and security. Into these ranks the force of revolt 
tion must gain an entrance. When these middleclasse 
begin to understand (while they wait for the times t 
rally) that the oppression of the money power ba 
made it impossible for the middle men of the commer 
cial field to compete with the great corporate instit 
tions of the times, and that there will be no returnt 
the opportunities which the field of competition on 
offered to any who cared to make the effort to compet 
in the lines of trade, they also will begin to awak 
from the political lethargy into which they have faller 
and are slumbering. 4

The Beautiful Spectacle Witnessed by President Roosevelt; Lessons 
to be Learned From the Magnificent Display. 


pe MOST BEAUTIFUL spectacle known tò Amer- 

ican history confronted the President and his 
friends on Labor Day, when the great naval review took 
place at Oyster Bay. It was without precedent in 
American History, because the most powerful fleet ever 
assembled at the bidding of this nation paid its salutes 
to the perspicacious Executive, whose far-seeing eye has 
proclaimed from the first that the strength of a nation 
depends not upon its fortresses but upon its nawy. 
The manner in which this spectacle has been described 
by the papers of the country shows that it marks an 
epoch in its history. We quote from one of the best 
known: à 

“From the roar of the first gun to the last it was a 
pageant royal in scope and imperial in its suggestions 
of present power and power to be.” Again, the same 
newspaper says: “Here was a picture not soon forgot- 
ten. The driving rain, the weltering sea, the gold laced 
officers standing like statues with their hands raised at 
salute, and before them, the square, erect figure of the 
President, his round brown head held high, his hat aloft, 
and the royal purple of his cloak-lining gleaming ina 
wide slash across bis shoulder behind his upraised arm, 
It was a picture at once imperial, patriotic and pleasing 
to a degree.” 

The statement was also made that in going forth 
to witness this magnificent review arranged by himself 
to the nation’s honor and credit, President Roosevelt 
went to “‘his apotheosis.” The growth of imperialism 
in the United States is thus made the subject of spon- 
taneous testimony.

It has been noticed in THE FLAMING SWORD fora 
good many months, that the tide of public sentiment 
was setting toward imperialism.

The principle of naval expansion has brought President

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RECOGNITION OF TRUE DISCOVERY. 


The Character of the Researches of Modern So Called Laureates of 
Science; Truth Must Ultimately Prevail. 


THE EDITOR. 


UMEROUS are the achievements of modern re- 
search. Genius has brought to the world many 
wonders. Modern expositions aggregate these wonders 
for the view of the public. There one may perceive 
that beneficent discoveries. in astronomy, physics, 
chemistry, mechanics, and other branches of science 
have been extensively applied in industry. There, too, 
the influences of education are manifest; and progress 
along various lines is at once recognized. The people 
welcome all these factors of progress, and honor the in- 
ventors and discoverers who have been instrumental in 
contributing so markedly and extensively to human 
welfare. 

The tendency of the world is to accept the theories 
of modern science on the basis that the practical phases 
of modern research are beneficent. There is a failure 
to discriminate between what is actually achieved and 
the fallacious conceptions entertained by so called 
scientific men concerning the character of the sub- 
stances with which they have to do. Progress in dis- 
covery is made along the line of experimentation. No 
theory of modern science has shed any light upon the 
pathway of discoverers. Not one discovery of modern 
times is due to the promulgation of any theory of 
modern science. 

Astronomy as utilized in navigation is wholly apart 
from the Copernican theory. The seas may be trav- 
ersed successfully by men entertaining other astro- 
nomical theories. Practical chemistry is quite re- 
moved from the undemonstrated theory of the in- 
destructible atom. The principles of mechanics may be 
successfully applied by men wholly ignorant of how 
energy is utilized in a given mechanism. Progress 
along the various practical lines of research is quite 
independent of the theories of modern science. The 
modern wonders in no way demonstrate that the theo- 
retical conceptions of the inventors and discoverers are 
even approximately true. 

It is thus seen that the Koreshan position relative 
to so called modern science in no way reflects adversely 
upon the achievements of genius. We have naught to 
say against any factor of progress. We maintain that 
a fallacious theory impedes progress. The world ad- 
vances along these practical lines despite the burden of 
fallacy and its corresponding and resultant evils. We 
would have the fallacies rejected that true discovery 
may be recognized. We would have the light reveal to 
the world the real source and origin of impulse in the 
direction of wonder-working research. It is possible 
for a discoverer to work incessantly for years without 
recognition. The burden of history is to the effect that 
every great truth has had to fight its way to the front; 
and every revolutionary discovery has met with power- 
ful opposition. 

A review of the famous Nobel: prizes reveals a con- 
stellation of bright stars in the firmament of human 
endeavor. "These prizes for some years past have been 
distributed to men and women, the names of whom are 
familiar to the progressive reader. Roentgen, Lorentz, 


Peter Zeeman, Becquerel, and M. and Mme Curie, may 
be specially mentioned. It may be shown that so far 
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from their work being in accord with the theories of 
modern science, it is quite subversive of them. Modern 
chemistry is admittedly overthrown by the discovery 
of the phenomena of radio-activity manifest by radium. 
Rentgen, Becquerel, and Mme. Curie occupy positions 
of honor in the scientific world. These have achieved 
great things in their lines. Their work would be great 
if it should result in naught else than the demonstra- 
tion of the fallacy of modern chemistry. It would bea 
much greater feat of the intellect of genius to overthrow 
every modern fallacy, and reveal to the world the genu- 
ine science of all things. 

A prominent writer, referring to the discovery of 
radium and its remarkable phenomena which are now 
puzzling the scientists, designates radium as *the first 
example of the transformation of a chemical element.” 
This shows how little even those scientists who are 
forced to concede the fact of actual transmutation, 
know of the laws and principles of metamorphosis. 
Was the obvious transmutation of radium to helium 
emanations really the first example of the transforma- 
tion of a chemical element? Was the law of transmu- 
tation ever operative before? Has any one the honor 
of priority of discovery of the actual destruction of the 
atomic and material base in the generation of energy ? 

We maintain that the vaunted great discoveries of

1 
apparent enlargement of the solar and lunar discs is am 
optical illusion, or a deception of the imagination. A 
present the same diameter when in midheaven as when 
parently enlarged on the horizon; this is positively pre 
by definite measurement. Correspondingly and simila 
lack of information as to the facts has led astronomer 
our time to enormously exaggerate the size of all 
heavenly bodies. They suppose the sun is about 886

miles i in diameter, and situated at a distance of about 92,- 
000,000 miles; whereas, the fact is the sun does not exceed 
twenty-five miles in diameter, nor is it more than goo miles 
above the surface of the earth. Astronomers make still 
greater exaggerations concerning the size and distance of 
the stars. It is held that some of the stars are millions of 
times larger than our sun, and millions of times farther 
away. No star visible in the gem-set firmament is more 
than one thousand miles from the surface of the earth, and 
not one is larger than a point. No telescope yet con- 
structed has ever magnified the diameter of a star a parti- 
cle, That the stars are points is demonstrated by the fact 
that in the occultation of a star by the moon, the star does 
not disappear gradually but suddenly, whereas in the case 
af the planets there is a gradual disappearance. 'T'ele- 
Scopes magnify planets, because planets are discular; the 
stars are brilliant points, points of intense combustion.
